“ir over the rema'nder of the state it was leas 
than 1 inch, and in many localities, particularly 
in the southeast section, there were only very 
light showers. . 
e rains have been very local in character. 
and, while some localities have an abundance of 
mofsture, others, even in the same county, are 
very dry. Heavy showers have fallen in a few 
of the extreme southeastern counties, but over a 
cons:derable portion of the southeast sectioo 
Gdrouth still continues. Some further dama to 
hay and grain stacks ani to corn and fruit by 
local windetorms {is reported in a few counties. 

Where good rains have fallen in the southeast 
section late corn is somewhat improved, but in 
Hiany counties of that section it has suffered a 
further decline. It has also been elightly dam- 
aged by dry weather in a few localities In other 
sections and i# needing rain in nearly all of the 
southeastern and a number of the central and 
northern counties. 

Farly corn, which forma by far the larger por- 
tion of the crop, is maturing rapiily and, ex- 
cept in a few of the extreme southeastern coun- 
ties, the yield will be exceptionally heavy. The 
bulk of the early corn will be eut of danger 
from frost by Sept. 1, and late corn will gen- 
rally be safe by Sept. 15 to 20. Some early 
corn has already been cut. 

Cotton is doing well in portions of New Mad- 
tid County, and is fruiting heavily, but in some 
localities the crop is being greatly shortened 
by drouth. 

Broom corn is being cut ifn Henry and Benton 
counties, and {ts a good crop. 

Late potatoes continue to do well except in 
those localit'es where severe dronth prevalls, but 
eatly potatoes are sti)! rotting badly in some lo- 
calities. ;

Broom corn har- 
vest is in progress, and the yield will be about the 
average. Stock peas are promising a good crop. 
Grapes are generally in good condition, though 
some damage to them by wet weather ia reported 
in the northern d strict. There will be a light 
peach crop in the southern district. 

The prospect for apples seems to be better than 
was hitherto reported. This improvement is 
marked in the central district, where the reports. 
with few exceptions, ‘ndicate a harge yield of fine 
quality. In the nortbern and southern districts 
the prospect is not so flattering, though a fatr 
yield is promised, Some damage by bitter rot is 
reported from the southern d-atrict.

Cuban Congress Votes Down Motion to 
Remove Emblems. 

HAVANA, Aug. 20.—Senator Szlvador 
Cisneros and the Marquis of Santa Lucila 
have presented a motion in the Cuban 
senate demanding the removal of the United 
States coat of arms from the arsenal, the 
removal of the United States flags, and 
every trace of anything suggestive of th 
United States. 

Senators Cabello and Betancourt signed 
the motion. The instant the project was 
reid Mendez Capote sprang to his feet and 
denounced the motion as childish In the 
extreme and unbecoming dignified men. It 
was not, he said, in the jurisdicition of 
Congresg, but of the President, who could 
be relied on not to take away the emblems 
of a nation to whom all credit for their 
liberty was due. 

Senator Cisneros defended the project, 
saying that the act of the U nited States 
in putting up the emblems in a country 
not their own was unjustifiable. 

Senator Capote insisted upon a vote with- 
out further digeusaion. and the motion was 
voted down unanimously, the 
vote of Cisneros.
